flrst treated with a chemical

er says the inspectors have met with
agreeable cooperation from property
owners

a daily house drill and a weekly drill
with all the apparatus are held through-
out the lire department He also lays

well as a valuable work of art and was
painted by Miss Louise Laridon of Ant-

In discussing the merits of the por-
trait Miss Seawell seemed unconscious
of the resemblance between the two
faces Her own alighted with animation
as she referred to the character of her
sister the other looking calmly from the
frame There is apparent the same noble
poise of heed the same aristocratic hand
unspoiled by Anger same
patrician grace that is peculiar to the gen-

tlewomen of all nations
It is to this sister that Miss Seawell

has dedicated her latest novel The
Victory

The dedication reads To tho dear
memory of Henrietta Miss Seawell
feels that she owes more in her career
to this younger sister than to any one
else in the world It was she who con-
ducted the household and relieved Miss
Seawell of all the burden of detail wrote
and answered letters and was the closest
companion as well as the devoted sister
of the writer

The recollection of this charming girl

The Victory te a story of the civil

The literary in Miss SeaweHs home Is
hued with heirlooms from Virginia ma-
hogany pieces oval mirrors and family
portraits One by Peele is notably line
The diningroom is hung in crimson silk
The quaint mantle inlaid with mirrors
and the mahogany furniture and wood-
work are In complete harmony

And where do you do your writing
In a little hole upstairs replied

Miss Seawell and with ready courtesy
she led the way to the upper story and
Into a dainty boudoir which bears little
evidence of being a workshop This den
is a bright room with an Invigorating
yellow treatment and a glow of perpetual
sunlight upon its ornaments and photo-
graphs with a perccptable air of order
as well

Those are dear friends of mine Miss

No indeed she said I am a very
orderly person I rise early and dress for
the day as I did when I was a little girl
in Virginia I have never cultivated the
tea gown habit I have been too greatly
interested and occupied with the affairs
of life my own and other
cultivate eccentricities of genuis1

You ask If I live In the characters Iportray and how I set them into story
action I do not live their lives My
characters have a way of dumping them-
selves upon me once I have thought out
the plot of a story exactly like a lot of
relations come upon a visit I have to do
the best that is possible for them While
they are with me they absorb me and
unless I allow each character fair play
it proves to be sawdust I cannot ex-
plain how a story is born You must
remember as Amiic says The beginning-

How happy you should be over your

Jersey and Delaware and administered to
their aid and comfort frequently succor
ing them against the attaqks of hostile
tribes It was tho Delawares who made
the historic treaty with William Penn in
1682 famous as the treaty that never
was sworn to and never was broken
on the part of the Indians It was tho
Delawares who administered to Braddock
the stinging defeat that first taught the
world that British regulars were not in
vincible Indeed Mr Adams has in his
possession an interesting relic in the
shape of a document printed in 17Jfl be
ing nothing more nor less than the report
of a commission sent from England to
inquire into the causes which had led the
Delawares and Shawnees to espouse the
side of the French colonists as against
the British and their cruel allies the
Iroquois And it is worthy of remark
that the findings of this commission at
tribute to the Delawares none but praise-
worthy motives

Indians Played Fair
In fact the history of the Delawares

from the time they first came into
with the whites a long record of

deeds that may well make the paleface
blush at the part played by the agents
of Christianity and civilization It Is
estimated that at the time of the Penn
treaty there were not less than 0000 of
this great nation When its remnants
were removed to Kansas in 1S32 there
were less than 2JOI and when they were
forced to go into the Indian Territory in
the 608 this number had been reduced
by half On last years pay roIL there
were Just 1MXL

The origin of the thanksgiving dance
now being held Is lost in the mists of
antiquity The traditions of the race
teach that many generations ago their
people came from a faroff country in
the Northwest across a land of Ice and
snow until they reached the great fish

Mississippi they
were fiercely opposed by the resident
tribes but that overcoming all obsta
eke they continued eastward until they
finally settled In the valleys or the

and that ter-
ritory from the Alleghenies to the ocean

Became Very Powerful
In course of time they become so rich

that they neglected to give thanks to the
Great Spirit whereupon a great drought
and famine accompanied by earthquakes
fell upon them In the midst of their
troubles they were led aright by an or-

phan boy whose foster parents had treat-
ed him cruelly To him appeared the
Great Spirit in a dream bidding him warn
the wise men of the nation to return to
their former religious observances And
from that time through all the vicissi-
tudes which have been encountered by
them since the landing of the white man
they have kept up the practice

At the thanksgiving dance are made
certain orations which have been handed
down front father to son for countless
generations Some of these have been
rendered into English by Mr Adams
They are all in poetry blank verse and
it to to be noted that they are nearly all
in the meter of Longfellows Hiawatha

Each night the orations are different
and each night several dances take place
Preceding each dance is ax oration of in
structions an oration of thanks one of
praise and encouragement and instruc-
tion or an address In which the speaker
gives his own impressions and speaks for
the good of the assembly Before the
dance closes each night hominy Is paused
around all partake of the dish lAd say

For this we are thankful
Smoking is permitted in the dance

to bo a change in the attitude of the public that has forgiven many offenses from
young men who are connected with famous institutions of learning end It dates
from the event in which the son of the President of the United States figured

There has always b en a conservative element that maintained an attitude of
severity toward th rude and senseless pranks of collegians They have persisted
in believing that the sons of families who are able to afford the higher education
should behave like gentlemen rather than imitate the manners of the slums I
fancy that nobody ever frowned upon the high splits of youth when they have
been kept within the bounds of decency but there are a good many men and women
who do not relish th spoiling of an evenings amusement for which they have paid
hardearned dollars by a crowd of noisy obtrusive young men who make their con-
nection with a famous Institution of learning an excuse for rudeness that would not
be tolerated in the ordinary youth of a town or city

There Is a wide difference between harmless fun and annoying rudeness There
is also a place for everything fun Included but it does not seem to Ije the street
thronged with busy humanity or other public places where rights are equal If I am
rudely jostled off the sidewalk by a crowd of young men walking four and five
abreast it does not snake a pins worth of difference to know that they are students
and sons of respectable families I could feel no worse were they just ordinary
loafers I am rather more lenient to youth than the average person at that

Unquestionably students bring life and money to places in which and near
which colleges are located liberal spenders and generally a lighthearted-
lot all the more to be sppraeiatu in view of tho serious faces and demeanors we
note elsewhere But surely there Is no need of being brutal or careless of the
rights and comforts of others and most certainly should the laws made for the
country be kept by them as well as others When a few hundred students get such
an Idea of their own Importance that they positively decline to give up a brutal
sport liko hazing we apt to reflect that leniency has perhaps boon carried too
far

There are selfrespecting industrious students in all colleges of course and
they do not deserve the censure that falls where it They go to college for
rui education and make that paramount working In recreation as they can I have
seen some sons of rich men who were tent to college as an easy means of riddance-
to the family I am positive because they were given limitless pocket money and
the eyes of the family were closed to all escapades Such youths do not hurt them-
selves with study and ara hardly a credit to th institution beyond the glamour of
good family names and expensive appurtenances No one seems to know how they
retain their footing or where they go when the footing becomes too insecure but
they are very much in evidence durlns their stay How can there bo any sentiment

Two Objections to It from the
Southern Point of Vlctr-

Frtm the N w Orleans Pkaywfe
Aside from the necessity of keeping

faith with the Cubans there are other co-
gent reasons why annexation should not
be advocated The first and most potent
is the unwisdom of adding to our popula-
tion two millions of people W ere t in
race language and traditions from our
own people who haw nothing com-
mon with us and do not understand our
Institutions Cuba has a large negro pfp
ulation and there exists there practically
complete and political equality of
the races The incorporation of a new
State with juch conditions prevailing
would be a prolific source of trouble par
ticularly to the neighboring Southern
States by creating among the many mil-
lions of negroes of the South ambitions
and aspirations that can only be their un
doing

Another objection to the annotation of
Cuba and a very Important one from a
Louisiana standpoint is the economic in
jury that would result to the domestic su-
gar industry from the opening of the mar
kots of the United States to Ute cheaply
grown sugar of Cuba A great por-
tion of the sugar production of Cuba is
controlled by the sugar trust and the
economic benefits of annexation would ac
crue entirely to that monopoly and not to
the people at large either of the United
States or Cuba While thcr is probably-
no preventing the trust from agitating
annexation in th next session of Con-
gress the administration ought to receive
generous backing particularly frem the
South In its announced purpose of main-
taining the independence of Cuba
